in bus system 


A St. Albert transit system 
rider, Gerrit Van Vliet, of 
Lindbergh Crescent, appear- 
ed before council on Monday 
night to point out some 
weaknesses in the city’s bus 
system. Mr. Van Vliet said 
that various riders, par- 
ticularly students attending 
NAIT, had experienced good 
morning service, but poorer 
service in the late afternoon, 
between the hours of 3:30 - 6 
p.m. He said buses coming 
to St. Albert were sometimes 
as late as one-half an hour 
when they arrived at the 
Kingsway stop. He specified 
those groups inconvenienced 
by this, listing 78 NAIT 
students, a number of 
apprentices, night class stu- 
dents and NAIT staff. 

Among other difficulties, 
Mr. Van Vliet pointed out 
that new drivers are often 
confused by the City’s 
system of colour coded signs, 
which sometimes cause them 
to get lost. He also referred 
to one occasion when 43 
persons were standing in one 
bus, and pointed out the 
safety hazards of such a

Mr. Van Vliet submitted a 
number of recommendations 
for improving the system to 
city administrator Bob Byr- 
on. 

The new neighbourhood 
shopping centre on Grosven- 
or Boulevard will not have a 
hardware store, but will be 
permitted to lease to a photo 
studio, or any other of the 
businesses contained in the 
schedule of preferred uses 
approved by council Monday 
night. The subject caused 
some discussion amongst 
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council members. Ald. Lies- 
beth Bakker stated she was 
“‘totally confused’’ by the 
criteria used to determine 
preferred uses. Some dis- 
cussion followed as to whe- 
ther this should be decided 
on a basis of economic 
viability or convenience to 
the neighbourhood. Ald. 
Barry Breadner pointed out 
that the area was zoned C-2, 
and that further lessening of 
the restrictions would take 
the area outside the C-2 
classification.

340 apartments will be 
located on the south side of 
Gervais Road off Gloucester 
Drive. 

The spokesman for the 
Grandin delegation was Mr. 
John Must, a resident of the 
area. Mr. Must requested 
that council postpone its 
approval of the development ™ 
for a period to allow the 
residents to further study the 
plan. He said that the 
property in question had 
been posted with a small 
notice on Friday, and this 
was insufficient time for the 
residents to marshal their 
arguments. Mr. Must told 
council that he and some 
other residents had met 
during the summer with 
former Mayor Richard Plain 
and Ald. Barry Breadner, 
and had been assured that 
they would be given a chance 
to see the proposed develop- 
ment plan. However, this 
never occurred, he said, and 
the posted notice was the 
only information they had 
received. 


Mr. Must also said that the 
residents had been unaware 
of the high density planned 
for the area. He said it would 
result in ‘‘an incredibly 
dense situation’’ and a 
“‘horrendous’’ depreciation 
in property values, to what 
he described as ‘‘some of the 
most expensive property in 
St. Albert.”’ 

Mr. Must also expressed 
concern about traffic pro- 
blems resulting from such an 
influx of people. 


HARVEY NOT 
SYMPATHETIC 


Mayor Ronald Harvey said 
he was ‘‘not in’ much 
sympathy’’ with the resi- 
dents, as the duplexes 
involved would be behind 
single family dwellings. He 
pointed out that this de- 
velopment was not ‘‘low cost 
housing’’ and remarked that 
‘feveryone can’t live in 
$100,000 homes.” 

Ald. Barry Breadner took 
exception to Mr. Must’s 
remarks, saying the density 
was ‘‘anything but extr- 
eme,”’ stating that it amount 
to about 25 people per acre. 
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CHRISTMAS TIME? 


Mr. Must pointed out that 
if every family moving into 
the complex had three chil- 
dren, it would add an extra 
1400 people to the area. In 
answer to a question from 
Aid. Margaret Smith as to 
what the residents wanted, 
Mr. Must replied that he had 
seen no detailed plan of the 
proposed development, and 
could not comment yet. He 
commented that he thought 
“people like ourselves who 
are taxed to the hilt’’ should 
at least have equal say in the 
matter. 

Mr. Breadner took issue 
with Mr. Must’s figures, 
saying the area in question 
was bounded by Grange 
Drive, Gate Avenue, and 
Grandin Road south of the 
drive-in. 

He said that extensive 
research had been done on 
densities in the Ball Estate 
area two years ago. At that 
time it was decided that the 
area could support a popu- 
lation of 2,000 people. Mr. 
Breadner pointed out that 
opportunity for public input 
at that time. He stated that 
he realized there had been 
little time since the posting 
of the notice, but said that 
legally, no advertisement 
was required for areas under 
a development control re- 
solution. 

Mr. Must responded to 
this statement, saying that it 
was correct in the legal 
sense, but that it was a 
matter of ‘‘good faith,’’ as he 
had been told by the former 
mayor and Mr. Breadner that 
he would be notified of 
developments by mail. 

He added that he didn't 
know how long the residents 
would need, as the details 
“keep changing"’ and infor- 
mation had been ‘‘scanty."’ 

Council later deferred its 
decision on the Municipal 
Planning Commission re- 
commendation to approve 
the development until the 
December S meeting of 
council, 3

Planning Commission at a 
meeting November 2 re- 
quested postponement ‘‘to 
the Local Authorities Board 
to allow St. Albert to speak to 
the application.’’ Further, it 
was also requested that if the 
postponement was not gran- 
ted the application should 
not be supported for two 
main reasons. These were 
that the application was not 


in conformity with the pre- 
liminary regional plan met- 
ropolitan part, the St. Albert 
General Plan or the MD of 
Sturgeon General Plan. 

It was also pointed out that 
agreement has not been 
reached yet between St. 
Albert Transportation, St. 
Albert and Edmonton on the 
provision of regional trans- 
portation services for St. 
Albert. 

The ERPC has made it 
clear that it wanted the new 
city council of St. Albert to be 
given more time to study the 
proposal and so form its,own 
position. 

With the hearing already 
in progress, the Sturgeon 
School Division #24 has a 
submission in the works 
which makes it quite clear 
that it is also not opposed to 
the annexation. 

The main bone of con- 
tention with the school 
division is that if the LAB 
granted the annexation it 
would result in the loss of 
$145,000 in assessment. The 
document also adds that, 
‘*the total assessment loss 
for the three applications for 
annexation of Sturgeon ter- 
ritory to the city of St. Albert, 


and to Edmonton, if 
granted, would exceed 
$2,143,770. 


The three annexation ap- 
plications referred to are 
BACM's 1900 acre northwest 
annexation, St. Albert’s sou- 
theast annexation (4400 ac- 
res) as well as the northeast 
annexation. The fourth app- 
lication is known as the 
Speedway Park annexation to 
the City of Edmonton and it 
consists of 2150 acres. 

Urban and regional con- 
sultant Keith Driver told the 
LAB of the planning logic 
involved in the northeast 
annexation saying it was 
near the employment centres 
of St. Albert and near the 
proposed shopping centre 
from Abacus Cities, 

He also pointed out that 
the lie of the land itself would 
be advantageous for energy 
saving housing as it was 
protected from north winds 
and faced southeast towards 
the sun. 

If the annexation is app- 
roved, its first stage would 
cater for 8600 people, the 
second for 6100 and the third 
for 7600. 

The bulk of the first part of 
the hearing was basically just 
historical documentation 
concerning how the lands in 
the annexation proposal have 
been assembled since 1971. 

Figuring prominently in 
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this initial historical docu- 
mentation were lawyer for 
St. Albert Investments Mike 
MacDonald, president of St. 
Albert Investments Lawren- 
ce Ulliac and planner John 
Polonuk. 

Ted Hole, who runs the 
Hole Vegetable Farm near 
the proposed annexation 
area told the Gazette he 
would make no statement. 

“If you want to hear what I 
have to say you will have to 
go to the hearing,’’ he said. 
The vegetable farm is not 


included in the annexation 


proposal.

City won’t join 


Twilight tourist group 


The City of St. Albert will 
not be a member of the 
Midnight Twilight Tourist 
Association in the coming 
year, it was decided at 
Monday night's regular 
meeting of council. 

The reason for the city's 
decision not to join the 
organization lies in the 
amount of money required 
for membership. In previous 
years, St. Albert has paid a 
$500 fee to join, plus a grant 
equal to the total amount 
submitted by St. Albert 
businesses. This year, this 
amount would have totalled 
$892.50. 

However, the association 
informed the city that this 
amount was insufficient to 
pay for membership, and 
would be accepted only as a 
gtant. To acquire member- 
ship, the association requires 
a 10 cent per capita payment, 
which would amount to 
approximately $2600. 

Ald. Margaret Smith mov- 
ed that the city council not 
give a grant to the MTTA out 
of principle, as she thought 
the $892.50 was the amount 
thought to be equivalent to 
the cost of membership. She 
Stated that she couldn't 
support the idea of giving 
that amount as a grant. Mrs. 
Smith's motion carried un- 
animously. 

In regard to advertising in 
the association’s brochure, 
council decided on a motion 
from Ald. Roger Ayotte to 
check into the proposed 


contents of the publication 
before advertising in it. The 
brochure will promote tourist 
attractions in the area 


between St. Albert and 
Fahler on Highway #2, and 
the areas around Athabasca 
and Swan Hills.

fading at one room schools

The dismissal bell is tol- 
ling for those one-room 
schoolhouses that once dot- 
ted the American landscape. 

At the end of World War 
Il, the nation had more than 
85,000. Today perhaps only 
1,000 of the simple wooden 
buildings survive, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society 
reports. 

Surrounded by nostalgia, 
one-room schoolhouses call 
to mind carefree barefoot 
days, shy, tentative first 
flirtations, and an occasional 
day of hooky spent at the ol’ 
swimmin’ hole. Presiding 
over all this was a stern buy 
lovable schoolmarm who 
patiently drilled home the 
time-honored 3 Rs. 


STRONG EMOTIONS 
AROUSED 


‘These kids today don't 
know what they're missin’,’’ 
say oldtimers who lament the 
passing of the little red 
Structures. ‘‘They don't 
know how lucky they are,’’ 
counter those impressed by 
the facilities available in 
modern rural schools. 

A case can be made for 
both views, but there’s no 
disputing the fact that at the 
turn of the century the 
typical little red school- 
house--it was more often 
white--left a lot to be desired. 

Poorly lighted, the class- 
rooms reeked of kerosene, 
oil-mopped floors, chalk 
dust, perspiration, damp 
wood, and cholorine bleach. 
It took about a gallon of 
bleach each day to sanitize 
the nearby privy. 


The children who attended 
the board and log cabin 
schools of colonial times had 
it even rougher. The build- 
ings were primitive and 
small, roughly 18 by 20 feet. 
Low ceilings and a few 
windows resulted in poor 
ventilation and a stifling at- 
mosphere that made it not 
only hard to learn, but as one 
18-century pupil put it, ‘‘a 
toil to exist.”’ 


NOSES TURNED BLUE 


Heat in the winter came 
from a single fireplace; the 
closest students nearly roa- 
sted while those at a distance 
had their noses turn blue and 
their ink congeal. 

Big pot-bellied stoves later 
changed all that. Some can 
still be found in the middle of 
country classrooms. 

But in the view of a teacher 
at a small one-room school in 
eastern Kentucky, it’s edu- 
cation and not central hea- 
ting that counts. ‘‘We’ve 
made miners, carpenters, 
farmers, engineers, mecha- 
nics, doctors, and a lawyer--- 
even a few professional fox 
hunters---right here in this 
room”’ he said. 

“It may seem like we don’t 
get as much schooling done, 
but when it comes to 
standardized tests the kids 
from here do as well as or 
better than the other children 
in the county."’ 

In winter, students’ skis on 
the porch and the teacher's 
snowmobile in the yard 
signal ‘‘school in session’’ at 
a one-room cabin in a remote 
part of Washinton state. 
Some of the youngsters ski 
five miles to the school. 


A little boy. sitting on his grandfather's knee, noticed that 
he had a red mark on each side of his nose.

THE ISSUE OF CITIZEN PARTICIPATION 


During the past municipal election the issue of citizen 
participation received a great deal of attention. If you had 
attended one of the many forums you would have heard ‘the 

majority of candidates declaring their support for more 
public input in the decision making process. Not only were 
they in favour of more public input, but \they suggested 
ways of making it easier for the public to offer this input. 


Regardless of the statements made during the election, 
many people feel today citizen participation is a fraud and a 
placebo. They do not believe that their involvement will 
really affect the final decision. If this is the case, how can 
citizens participate in government decision making and 
ensure their views are considered? 


Robert Hawkins recently wrote in City Magazine that there 
are four ways in which citizens can affect the decision 
making process and social change in general. The key to 
social change is to: 


A] Make your elected representatives at all levels of 
government ‘‘responsible’’ by making heavy demands of 
them and showing no confidence in them if they consistently 
fail to deliver. < 


B] Unload any representative who things A] is “persecution 
politics.” 


C] Demand to know about issues long before they can 
become issues, so the voter can make decisions from among 
reasonable alternatives; and 


D) Limit respect for constitutional law and administrative 
procedures -- if you don’t like it, demand that it be changed; 
it’s your right. 


What this means to the average citizen is that he or she 
must become an involved citizen working hard to keep, on 
top of the current issues and future plans of government. It 
is too easy to sit back and complain, involvement requires 
hard work, Are you willing to make that choice?

BARNYARD BLUES

It's been a quiet summer and fall for Alberta's newest 
political party. 


Very quiet. 


In fact, when Western National Association (WNA) 
Chairman Doug Low was asked about his party’s activities 
over the summer he could offer only that his members had 
been ‘‘in touch.’’ 


Party membership may be deceiving. Mr, Low refers to 
them as ‘‘the boys’’ and the WNA’s strength is admittedly 
‘‘very smaill.’’ 


No figures, just that nine-letter description. 


It’s not surprising though, because Low has been too busy 
with his feed mill and farm supply business to recruit new 
members this summer. 


The Looma area resident heads a party whichis dedicated to 
less government and decononializing the eastern methods of 
dominating Canada’s economic assets. 


It also stands for basic freedoms, including enterprise. 


Born in February, the fledgling party hopes to cash in with 
support from the rural areas of Alberta. 


But there’s a catch. 


Someone has to work to cultivate that strength and right 
now, well, the WNA is bankrupt of labor, 


Workers show up with enthusiasm, get off on a tangent and 
then burn out, Low said last week. 


“We're not going to set the world on fire anyways,’ he 
admittedly candidly in conversation before realizing his 
statements may be for publication and not just idle chatter 
“out behind the barn."’ 


While out in the environs of the barnyard, he compared the 
provincial PC’s to socialists and the federal Liberals to 
communists and reiterated the party's intent to field 
candidates in the next provincial election, 


Still trapsing around the farmyard, he chastized the Premier 
for his arrogance and loss of touch with Alberta's grass 
roots. 


Provincially, another PC victory is in the wind but Low 
believes that results from no alternative for Alberta voters. 


There is also an implication that the PC’s may be able to 
finance their way to another election win. 


Moving away from the barn and out into the pasture, Low 
attacked ‘imperialist domination’ by the east. 


Representation by population, as exists in Canada, without 
checks and balances, has bled the west economically as the 
colonial world once was bled.

He went on to say that no 
thought was apparently giv- 
en to a systern of orderly 
production and marketing 
through a national meat 
authority that could restore a 
measure of justice and fair- 
ness to all facets of the meat 
industry .,. from producer 
through to consumer. 

‘The report essentially 


appears to endorse an obso- 
lete marketing system and 
recommends the pumping of 
more public funds into the 
system in an effort to prop it 
up.” 

“The meat packers’ argu- 
ment that their plant capacity 
is under-utilized rings hollow 
if one accepts the statement 
that ‘Most operating pork 
packing plants in Alberta 
today are slaughtering at or 
near capacity ...’ (Editorial - 
Alberta Hog Journal - Fall 
1977). 

“In any case, if plant 
capacity is underutilized, 
why aren’t individual pack- 
ers bidding competitively to 


‘get a larger share of the 


available production? Isn't 
that what ‘free enterprise’ is 
all about?’’ Dascavich asked. 
“Or are farmers the only 
ones that are supposed to be 
‘competitive’?’’

An engineer is someone 
who can take a theory and 
put wheels on it. While the 
rest of the world dreams, the 
engineers are busy making 
dreams reality. 

“Fly me to the moon,” 
someone once said, jokingly. 
So the scientists put men on 
the moon. “Build a better 
mousetrap.” So they did. 
That's the way it works. 

The only real limitation 
on engineering accomplish- 
ments, in fact, seems to be 
the shortage of new ideas. 
The world needs more dream- 
ers to keep the engineers 
busy. 

Since the O.P.E.C. coun- 
tries so rudely interrupted 
North America’s petroleum 
flow, these have been fruit- 
ful times for the visionaries 
and dreamers. It follows that 
the engineers haven't been 
idle, either. Right now, the 
engineers are putting finish- 
ing touches on technology 
that will change the way we 
live and our need for fossil 
fuels. 

One of the greatest needs 
for petroleum products can 
be found in the extensive tra- 
velling our society demands, 
All workers commute to an 
office, even if it’s only a mat- 
ter of a few blocks. Execu- 
tives commonly travel thou- 
sands of miles toattend con- 
ferences and business meet- 
ings. But technology can 
eliminate much of the need 
for workers to leave home 
and executives to leave the 
office. 

We won't need as much 
petroleum for two reasons: 
(a) because we won't use as 
much energy in total and (b) 
because there will be new 
sources of energy. 

Take travel, one of our 
principal uses for petroleum, 
for instance. The worker of 
tomorrow will have no need 
to commute; his home will 


be electronically linked to 
the “office’’ even to the ex- 
tent of providing instant co- 
pies of documents. And busi- 
nessmen will have no need to 
travel for meetings; instead, 
they can send a three-dimen- 
sional image of themselves, 
much like today’s telephone 
call. Those images will be ut- 
terly lifelike — unless you try 
to shake hands. 

Meanwhile the space tech- 
nicians are completing work 
on giant satellites that will 
gather the sun’s energy long 
before it is dissipated by the 
earth’s atmosphere. This en- 
ergy can then be beamed 
down in microwave form. As 
much as 25% of our electri- 
cal needs could be met this 
way within three decades. 
And, in a modified version, 
the satellites can be set to 
send light into agricultural 
areas 24 hours a day, greatly 
increasing the world’s poten- 
tial food supply. 

Among the few organi- 
zations that have begun to 
think of the social implica- 
tions of the new technology 
is the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business. The 
CFIB eagerly anticipates the 
new communications break- 
throughs which will eliminate 
much of the need for large 
head offices and big cities; 
this kind of technology will 
result in diffusion of power. 

But the Federation also 
warns that some of the new 
technology could cause even 
more concentration of pow- 
er — economic and bureau- 
cratic — than is already the 
case. The satellite program 
alone, for instance, could on- 
ly be financed by enormous 
corporations, 

The message from the 
CFIB is simple. The techno- 
logy may be marvellous but 
its ultimate worth to society 
depends on how it is imple- 
mented, We have the power 
to build a new society. But 
will it be a better society?

Looking at Canadians 


By Brian Swarbrick 

For the past 20 years, the 
Canadian prairie has been 
the battlefield of an all-out 
religious war. 

As if a 1,000-mile front, 
from Selkirk, Manitoba, to 
Stony Plain, Alberta, weren’t 
enough, one side has this 
past year carried the battle to 
the perimeter of the Pick- 
ering airport site. 

It is a conflict in which the 
attacking force is so under- 
manned and under-financed 
it has had to draw its handful 
of 7S troops not only from all 
over Canada, but from the 
U.S. U.K., Europe and Asia. 
So tightly rationed is this 
army that, although it has a 
million dollars’ worth of 
assets in its war chest, 
everyone from the most 
seasoned commander to the 
rawest front-line recruit vol- 
untarily pegs his pay packet 
at exactly $1 a day. 

And the irony is that the 
other side -- securely en- 
trenched in the rightness of 
its position -- doesn’t even 
know there’s a war on. 

Who are the combatants? 
The battle lines are drawn 
between a lay order of the 
Anglican Church of Canada 
known as the Company of the 
Cross, and the twin forces of 
liberal humanism and liberal 
relativism--which Company 
strategists cheerfully admit 
most Canadians have never 
even heard of. 

‘*Liberal humanism is ul- 
timately more dangerous to 
this country than Commun- 
ism or Maoism or atheism or 
any other ideology,’’ ex- 
plains Ted Byfield, 49 year 
old deputy minister of the 
order. 

“It’s the philosophy which 
says, whatever turns your 
crank is okay--no matter 
what that might be--because 
it’s what you feel like doing. 
And that philosophy is com- 
pletely opposed to Chris- 
tianity, which says there are 
things that are right to do 
and things that are wrong to 
do--whether they turn your 
crank or not.”’ 

The Toronto-born teacher 
and newspaperman adds, 
“You particularly find liberal 
humanism at work in educa- 
tion. Teachers are taught to

give the kids a break, to keep 
them amused with games 
rather than to keep them 
soaking up knowledge -- and 
to keep on passing them 
whether they’ve learned 
anything or not. Because 
that’s what turns the kids’ 
crank, the parents’ crank, 
and the system’s crank as 
well. 

To prove his point, Byfield 
produced an editorial from 
the current edition of the 
ATA News, official organ of 
the Alberta Teachers Asso- 
ciation, condemning as dan- 
gerous folly a provincial 
government proposal that 
there ought to be ‘minimum

standards of competency for 
all students graduating from 
high school.’’ 

The editorial attacked the 
proposal heatedly, stating 
among a score of objections 
that ‘‘the responsibility to 
bring all children to mini- 
mum proficiency levels 
would weigh heavily upon 
teachers."’ (Impishly, Byfield 
sent a copy of the editorial to 
a senior professor of the 
University of Alberta arts 
faculty for comment. Oppo- 
site the argument quoted 
above, the professor scraw- 
led acidly: ‘Clearly an unfair 
burden for a teacher.’’) 

As one means of fighting 


liberal-humanist attitudes, 
the Company operates three 
private schools in Canada. 
The first one, St. John’s 
Cathedral Boys’ School at 
Selkirk, Manitoba, was the 
instrument by which Byfield 
and Frank Wiens, who had 
been a Winnipeg school 
teachers and is now the 
Selkirk principal, founded 
the Company of the Cross in 
1956. The Selkirk school’s 
currentenrolment is about 
110 boys in Grades 8 to 12. 
“*Ted and I started the 
school," says Wiens, ‘‘when 
we discovered in an earlier 
attempt at trying to run a 
Sunday school for the cathe- 
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dral that the boys had simply 
never been taught to think. 
We couldn't hold their att- 
ention in Sunday school 
because they were bored. 
They had been taught to be 
interested in games and 
bored by knowledge. We 
decided it was high time to 
reverse the attitudes, sling a 
lot of work at them, and get 
them to love it.”’ 

Today all the schools have 
rugged outdoor programs, 
no-nonsense scholastic st- 
andards (‘‘If they're good 
they get rewarded,’’ says 
Byfield. ‘‘If they’re bad, they 
get spanked.’’), and two of 
the operations run commer-

a 


cial enterprises. 

The Selkirk institution 
runs a meat-packing plant, 
operated by the boys them- 
selves, which grosses about 
$200,000 a year. 

The second operation, St. 
John’s School of Alberta, 
founded in 1968 and located 
42 miles southwest of Ed- 
monton near Stony Plain, 
sells $200,000 worth of honey 
door-to-door every year. Its 
principal is another Company 
member, Dave Neelands, 
and it also has about 110 
boys enrolled.

editor-publisher Byfield, ‘‘is 
where we get to present to a 
mass audience just what 
liberal humanism and liberal 
relativism are all about. 

“‘As we understand it, 
liberal relativism is the doc- 
trine which says there are no 
absolutes. Nothing is right or 
wrong, nothing is true or 
false. Things are only more 
or less right or more or less 
true when compared to other 
things. The attitude follows 
that there are no standards, 
just varying degrees of 
nothing--because if there 
were a something, that 
would suggest the presence 
of a standard. 

“In our St. John’s schools 
we teach that there are 
standards--such as being 
able to read competently by 
Grade 3, because if you 
can’t, you're not going to get 
to Grade 4. In the Report, we 
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cover stories which show the 
effect of liberal humanism 
and liberal relativism in 
society. And we don’t pr- 
each, We just lay out the 
facts and hope that 35,000 
readers will reach their own 
conclusions.”’ 

Thus, in its department, 
The Schools, the magazine’s 
current issue carries the ATA 
News editorial along with 
caustic marginal notes by the 
U of A professor, with no 
additional comment. 

Privately, Byfield says, 
“Teachers right across the 
country are being taught by 
teacher-training institutions 
to discourage the idea of 
examinations, and to dis- 
courage failing students. 
Why? Because to fail is to 
suggest there’s a standard. 
And what's the result? The 
spectacle of kids running 
wild all over Canada. And of 
those that get to university, 
current statistics prove that 
almost half of them have less 
than minimum competency 
in basic reading and wri- 


Other regular departments 
include The Economy, The 
Government, The Law, The 
Faith and The People. 

‘*In every one of them,’’ 
says Byfield, ‘‘we strive to 
present the events of the 
week through the bias of 
Christianity. Every publica- 
tion has its bias. Hugh 
Hefner (Playboy) has his and 
we have ours. Ours is the 
Christian bias.”’ 

In the current issue, the 
major story in The Economy 
was the announcement that 
publisher Douglas Creighton 
and editor Peter Worthing- 
ton of the Toronto Sun were 
planning to launch an Ed- 
monton Sun by April, 1978. 
“I got a big-money offer 
from Mr. Worthington to be 
his Edmonton editor. I’m 
turning him down,’’ said 
Byfield, who presently earns 
exactly what every other 
Company member earns: 


food, lodging and a small 
clothing allowance, plus $1 a 
day ‘‘for extras.’’ Like all 
other Company members, he 
works 10 to 12 hours every 
day of the week for his 
dolar.) 

Between the lines, Ed- 
monton Report tacitly urged 
Toronto Sun to re-think 
Edmonton. Slipping in the 
observation that Mr. Creigh- 
ton’s personal ‘‘market sur- 
vey’’ consisted of ‘‘five 
telephone calls and a six- 
block stroll down Jasper 
Avenue,’’ and going on to 
reel off various carefully- 
dug-up statistics to illustrate 
the myriad difficulties in- 
volved in simply staying out 
of a permanent red, the 
Report got in what it really 
wanted to say: ‘‘The flashy, 
gamey, slickly headlined, 
unprofound approach to the 
news might not find such a 
ready audience’ in Alberta 
as in Toronto. 

What kind of a man, with a 
wife and six children to raise 
and educate, would turn 
down a chance of a lifetime 
(the Sun offer was rumored 
to be $40,000 a year) in order 
to work 70 to 100 hours a 
week for about $8,000 yearly, 
all found? 

“lam simply a former 
teacher and a working news- 
paperman who believes in 
the Apostles’ Creed, and I 
try to let it govern my life,’’ 
says Byfield. As a member of 
the order, he is committed to 
morning prayers at 6:45 
a.m., evening Compline at 
5:30 p.m., both said in the 
tiny chapel in the Company’s 
apartment building, as well 
as praying privately twice a 


day and reading the Bible at 
least once a day. 

As for his secular posi- 
tions, he appears merely to 
be the most practiced spo- 
kesmen for 75 people of both 
sexes, single and married, 
ranging in age from 20 to 65, 
who totally agree with him. 

**We feel the Church is 
copping out when it embarks 
on programs motivied not by 
what is in the Bible but by 
the concerns of the world. 
The movement to ordain 
women is not the result of 
new insights or of a general 
development in theology. It 
just happens to be a popular 
feminist cause these days, so 
the Church thinks it’s safe to 
take it up. 

‘‘Homosexuality has never 
been considered acceptable 
behavior for 2,000 years. 
Now, because liberal hu- 
manism says it’s just another 
human instinct, we're sup- 
posed to say it must be okay. 
It’s not. 

“In our economy, we have 
a general rejection of stan- 
dards. Take a beer company. 
Most of us in the Company 
love beer, and we deplore the 
attitudes of both labor and 
management. Labor says, 
How much more money can 
the workers get? Mana- 
gement says, How much 
more money can we hand 
over to our shareholders? 
Nobody’s saying, How good 
can we make our beer? 

‘In the final analysis, 
that’s what the Company is 
all about -- trying to get 
Canadians to realize that the 
whole point of the exercise is 
to make good beer.”’

“Bedroom Farce” closely resembles rough draft

‘Brevity is the soul of 
wit,’’ but playwright Alan 
Ayckbourn seems to have 
confused the meaning of this 
old truism. As we all know, it 
refers to the fact that comedy 
is best expressed in the 
fewest words, a goal which 
playwrights seldom achieve 
overnight.

Specific names required 
for labelling meat cuts 


Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Canada Minister 
Warren Allmand recently 
announced that use of spe- 
cific names for meat cuts, 
designated by his depart- 
ment, will now be required at 
all levels of the food trade, in 
labelling, advertising and on 
restaurant menus. 

This requirement is part of 
a program designed to 
eliminate the confusion 
which has resulted from the 
profusion and, at times, 
misuse, of names for meat 
cuts. 

In order to provide con- 
sumers with more accurate 
and useful purchasing infor- 
mation, the department has 
developed a list of specific 
names for meat cuts, in 
consultation with represnta- 
tives of consumers, industry 
and other government agen- 
cies. These terms are not to 
be used for stewing or 
ground meat, since these. 
meats usually originate from 
many parts of the carcass. 

Once meat has been cut 
and cffered for sale, the 
name used to identify it on 
labels, in advertisements and! 
on menus must include the 
name of the meat (except 
when the name of the cut is 
specific to only one animal), 
the appropriate specific term

prescribed by the retail meat 
cuts program and, whenever 
necessary, a meaningful 
modifier. 

The specific names give 
precise information about 
which part of the animal each 
cut comes from, thus enabel- 
ing better price and quality 
comparisons, and making it 
easier to select the appro- 
priate cooking method. For 
example, the term ‘‘veal 
cutlet,’’ when used by itself, 
applies to a piece of meat 
taken only from the hind leg. 
If it comes from any other 
part, such as the shoulder, it 
must be labelled accordingly, 
i.e. veal ‘‘shoulder’’ cutlet. 


COINED NAMED 
ALLOWED 


Coined names and modi- 
fiers may be used in con- 
junction with these specific 
names, provided they are 
informative and not mislea- 
ding. For example, the 
coined name ‘‘Delmonico’’ 
and the modifier ‘‘steak’’ 
may be applied to a ‘‘rib 
eye’’ cut as long as they are 
accompanied by the term 
q'‘rib eye,”’ i.e. ‘*Delmonico 
‘rib eye steak."’

The ceramic slabs are 
made to resist sudden tem- 
perature changes and they 
do. Of course, you should not 
drop a cast iron skillet from 
an upper cabinet as it would 
crack the cooktop’s ceramic 
just as it will chip the enamel 
on a regular range top. 


CARE AND CLEANING 


Consumer Reports says 
“A ceramic cooktop requires 
tedious care in cleaning and 
in use.’’ You must do some 
of the following: 

1) Clean cooktop daily 

2) Must use a special 
ceramic cooktop cleaner- 
conditioner to protect the 
surface from scratches 

3) Must keep bottoms of 
pots and pans scrubbed and 
free of grit 

4) Must not slide alumin- 
um or copper bottomed 
utensils on the ceramic or a 
permanent stain results. 

5) Dripping water on it or 
wiping it with anything other 
than a clean cloth or paper 
towel can result in dis- 
coloration when the cooktop 
heats up. 

6) Must not clean up spill 
overs until top is cool and

A three-goal performance 
by Larry Stewart, his second 
in a row, paved the way for 
the St. Albert Comet’s 11th 
straight win as they defeated 
Camrose Maroons 7-2 Friday 
night in St. Albert. 

Comets lead the nine-team 
Alberta Major Intermediate 
Hockey League with 22 
points, seven ahead of 
second place Sherwood Park 
Barons who will be here 
Tuesday, November 29 in the 
first meeting of the season 
between the two clubs. 

Barons have won seven of 
10 starts to date but all have 
been against teams in fourth 
place and lower, Their two 
losses were to Stony Plain 
Eagles 8-S and Edmonton 
Bruins by a 4-2 score. The 
only other team the Comets 
have not faced in league play 
is the Wetaskiwin Colonels 
who have won three and tied 
one in six starts, and they 
will be here Sunday, Dec- 
ember 4, 

In other weekend action in 
the AMIHL, Drayton Valley 
Rebels won their first game 
of the season as they upset 
Fort Saskatchewan Huskies 
5-4 in overtime Saturday 
night. Enoch won their 
second of the year with a 7-5 
win over Wetaskiwin, while 
on Sunday it was Edmonton 
Bruins over Drayton Valley 
14-4 and Sherwood Park 
beating Camrose 6-5, 

Stewart's hat trick was his 
second in two games as he 
also scored three against 
Fort Saskatchewan in the 
Comets 11-1 win Tuesday. 

Comets also gota pair of 
goals from Matt Lister who 
has now scored 14 in 11 
games and that’s not bad for 
a rookie, as is the case of 
both Stewart and their other 
linemate Barry Medori who 
has six goals and 11 assists 
for 17 points. 

This line has been carrying 
most of the load for the

League. 

In other AJHL action over 
the weekend, Fort Saskat- 
chewan Traders dropped the 
Taber Golden Suns into the 
basement with a pair of wins 
in the southern town. They 
won 4-3 Saturday and 7-3 
Sunday. In the only other 
game Red Deer Rustlers 
moved out of the basement 
with a 9-4 win over Pincher 
Creek Chinooks Saturday. 

The win for the Saints 
gives them 26 points in the 
standings, only six behind 
Calgary who have played two 
more games and three points 
ahead of the Crusaders who 
have played four more than 
St. Albert.

M.P. Walter Baker addresses 


Pembina Progressive Conservative function 


About 150 people enjoyed 
the third annual banquet of 
the Pembina Progressive 
Conservative Association 
held Saturday night at the 
Morinville Rec. Centre and 
more arrived later for the 
dance. 

Head table guests were 
Walter Baker, Q.C., Member 
of Parliament for Grenville- 
Carleton riding in Ottawa; 
Peter Elzinga, Member of 
Parliament for Pembina, and 
his wife Pat; Norm Blumen- 
schien, a Sherwood Park 
director, and Mrs. Blumen- 
schien, and Bill Devereux, 
president of the Association 
and master of ceremonies. 

Mr. Baker who was elected 
in 1972 and named Opposi- 
tion House Leader in 1976, 
gave a hard-hitting talk on 
the state of the country under 
the present Liberal govern- 
ment, and the necessity for a 
change in the Federal gov- 


He was highly critical of 
the present state of the 
economy, speaking of infla- 
tion, government deficits and 
“the highest unemployment 
in our history.’’ The Con- 
servatives are not to blame, 
he said - ‘this government 
has been in power since 
1963."’ 

On the question of unity 
Mr. Baker felt that there was 
little difference between a 
farmer struggling to meet 
ends meet in Ontario or in 
Alberta, a labourer in Que- 
bec or in the Maritimes, and 
other examples. We should 
seek to emphasize those 
things which unite us - as did 
Sir John A. MacDonald and 
George Etienne Cartier at 
the time of Confederation, 
said Mr. Baker.

Offer to help buy 
metric tools 


The Minister of State for 
Small Business, the Honour- 
able Tony Abbott has ann- 
ounced that application for- 
ms and guides are available 
at Canada Manpower Cen- 
tres for employees, who as a 
result of metric conversion 
are required to duplicate 
their non-metric tools with 
metric ones, A new program 
entitled ‘‘Assistance Pro 


gram Workers’ Metric 
Tools’’ will pay 50% of the 
purchase cost of metric 
measurement sensitive tools 
such as sockets, non-adjus- 


table wrenches, taps and 
dies, nut drivers, drills, bits 
and measuring instruments 
Also eligible for compen 
sation are tool chests and 
cabinets and reasonable de 
livery costs and carrying 
charges for credit purchases 
Tools which are not mea- 
surement sensitive, e.g. ra- 
chets, speed handles, 
U-joints or adaptors are not 
eligible for assistance. 

To qualify for assistance 
employees must live and 
work in Canada and be 
required as a condition of 
employment to provide their 
own tools. Tools must be 
purchased in Canada by the 
employee for his or her own 
personal use on the job. The 
program is retroactive to 
April 1, 1977, and will last 
until March 31, 1982. 

A claimant may make only 
a single claim during each 
calendar year and may claim 
only once for an eligible tool. 
Replacement of used or worn 


out tools will not be 
accepted, 
Claims must be made 


using the application form 
provided by Metric Commis- 
sion Canada, and must be 
supported by complete in- 
voices detailing purchaser, 
vendor, tool description and 
net amount paid.

Villeneuve Airport os on the up and up

It’s only just over a year 
old, but already the Ed- 
monton satellite airport at 
Villeneuve 19 miles north- 
west of Edmonton city centre 
has gone places. 

According to statistics 
released by airport manager 
Terry Swan, Villeneuve rea- 
ched 19th spot in the busiest 
airport lists across Canada 
this year. But the statistics 
are restricted to movements 
only and not passengers. 


This means that the 
Villeneuve satellite airport 
may have had more move- 
ments than say, Saskatoon 
on any given day this year. A 
movement says Mr. Swan is 
a landing and take-off. 

When the Villeneuve sat- 
ellite airport opened in the 
late fall of 1976, its mandate 
was to take light and re- 
creational aircraft pressure 
off the Edmonton Municipal 
and International airports 
and this the satellite airport 


seems to have done with a 
vengeance. 

This pressure was becom- 
ing very heavy to air traffic 
controllers, particularly at 
Edmonton’s Municipal Air- 
port. 

Average daily movements 
during October and Novem- 
ber this year were 461 and 
434 according to Mr. Swan. 
This means that during these 
months congestion was re- 
lieved at the Edmonton 
Municipal and International 


airports by 13,000+ move- 
ments a month. 

With this build up in traffic 
at the Villeneuve satellite 
airport, the $4 million price 
tag on the facility is already 
beginning to be justified. 

The biggest expense was 
the $998,000 forked out on 
the main 3,500 foot east west 
runway followed by $806,000 
for 1400 acres of land. 

Eight hundred acres of the 
total is still leased out to local

some two-thirds of a mile 
southwest of Villeneuve. 

A hook-up to the hamlet’s 
sewer system will also come 
later from the Edmonton 
satellite airport at Villen- 
euve.

farmers; this keeps down the 
weeds and also cuts down on 
airport expenses because of 
the return on the land. 

Six hundred and seventy- 
eight thousand dollars were 
forked out for water and 
sewer facilities, $411,000 for 
a complete road system and 
$200,000 for a turf north 
south runway. 

Mr. Swan explains the turf 
runway could be in use this 
winter but it will be three to 
five years, he estimates, 
before this second 3,500 foot 
runway will be paved. A 
positive aspect of the second 
runway will be that it will 
take advantage of the pre- 
vailing north west winds at 
Villeneuve. A complaint from 
pilots is the persistent cross 
wind which cuts across 
Villeneuve’s bleakly set pre- 
sent main runway. 

The airport has been 
designed for light aircraft in 
the 12,000 Ib. range and is 
for recreational and training 
flights. Pilots have to abide 
by VFR (Visual Flight Rules) 


only, so there is no instru- 
ment flying permitted at the 
airport. ‘If you cannot see, 
you can’t fly,’’ says Mr. 
Swan. 

“Our aim is to keep small 
aircraft here and keep them 
going - some days you will 
have six to seven aircraft 
doing circles round and 
round,” he said. 

“I think now that the 
airport is more or less 
operational ... that things 
will start to move and within 
a few years it will be a very 
busy airport. It’s got no place 
to go but up really,’’ the 
airport manager reflected. 

Mr. Swan said that the 
Edmonton Flying Club ‘‘are 
building here now,’ and he 
added that all the big 
Edmonton flying clubs have 
plans to build at Villeneuve. 

An aircraft sales and ser- 
vice outlet is also expected to 
open at Villeneuve either 
next month or in the New 
Year. 

Transport Canada has just 
built a $60,000 maintenance 
garage at the airport. 

While the mainstay of the 
airport is the light aircraft, 
sometimes the bigger ‘‘bir- 


ds’’ drop in like RCMP and 
Canadian Armed Forces 
Search and Rescue Twin Oter 
Search and Rescue Twin 
Otter aircraft. 

‘And a Lear jet was doing 
touch and goes here yester- 
day,’’ said Mr. Swan. 

The airport is kept going 
by two heavy equipment 
operators and one airport 
attendant as well as a control 
tower chief. There are 10 air 
traffic controllers, and the 
airport is open from 7 a.m. 
till 10 p.m. seven days a 
week on a two shift basis.

A great, 
deep, evergreen forest lay 
across the railway tracks, the 
sun shining fully, onto its 
rich green depths. 

Thoughts of the men who 
had once worked this aban- 
doned mine, ran through my 
mind. The life and activities 
were gone, leaving only a 
grave to burn forever. 

As I left the old mine, to 
walk near the abandoned 
windowless shacks, I noticed 
smoke coming out of the tin 
stove pipe of a tiny painted 
shack, 

Outside the shack stood an 
old metal motorized washing 
machine on three legs. 
Rabbits of every color poss- 
ible, hopped everywhere. 
Parts of what had been a 
fence leaned here and there 
around the wide yard. A 
“‘wild’’ horse was standing 
his head and neck filling the 
little porch, leading to the 
door, Another horse stood at 
one side of the tiny shack, his 
head sticking into a side 
window. Suddenly, the horse 
at the entrance backed out, 
and as he backed out, over 
went the copper-tubbed wa- 
sher, 

As I neared the shack, I 
could see what I thought was 


water splashing all over as 
the three legged washer 
tipped over. 

Suddenly a yell came from 
the shack, followed by a 
string of cussing, the likes of 
which, would have bent the 
strongest ear. 

All at once, a short figure 
in a grey flannel shirt and 
dark patched trousers emer- 
ged from the doorway, 
grabbed at his washing 
machine to right it and 
perhaps save some of the 
water?? Of course the smell 
around the area where the 
“‘water’’ had spilled, proved 
it to be ‘‘Hootch’’ (home- 
made spirits). 

“Damned, fool Biano, he 
crazy like hell!’’ He, no need 
come in door,”’ ‘‘That ---- [a 
string of Italian followed]. I 
clearly understood his mean- 
ing [not the language]. 

“You wanna come sit 
Missis?”’ 

“Eh, what you doin, away 
here out?’’ he inquired. 

I did sit, (very cautiously 
I'm afraid). His bunk was full 
of baby rabbits. rabbits were 
everywhere, inside and out. 

The horse which had his 
head in the kitchen window 
eyed me quite surprizedly, 
his great muzzle sniffing in 

my direction, as I sat perched 
on a wooden apple box. 

Our conversation during 
that visit was a very unusual 
one to say the least. The man 
spoke part English and part 
what could have been Italian, 
with the horse interrupeting 
with whinneys and snicker- 
ing as we talked and laugh- 
ed. All the while the animal 
shook his head and curled a 
lip, as if in a ‘horse laugh’’ 
all the while batting those 
big beautiful eyes, at me. 

Wild horses used to roam 
the Coal-Branch. But this 
little man who made his 
“‘homemade”’ spirits in a 
three legged washing mach- 
ine, was a friend to those 

horses. His home was theirs, 
except for the fact of their 
size, Otherwise, I am certain 
they would have walked right 
in, 
I left soon after my arrival 


to explore some more. I think 
the old fellow was very happy 
to have a visit.

The old man had passed 
away the next time I went to 
visit.

tch'’ in the three legged 
washing machine. 


Government 
lands opened 


for grazing 


An agreement to provide 
90,000 acres of Alberta land 
for cattle grazing has been 
reached between Marcel 
Lessard, Minister of Regio- 
nal Economic Expansion 
and Defense Minister Barney 
Danson. 

Officials of the two depart- 
ments met in Regina recently 
with represetatives from 
Fisheries and Environment 
Canada to work out details of 
the agreement which will 
open up portions of Canadian 
Forces Base Sufield, for a 
period of five years. 

Under the auspices of the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration (PFRA), cat- 
tle will be admitted to three 
areas of the 1,000 square 
mile base in the late spring 
or early summer of 1978, 

The PFRA will work out 
the details of stocking rates, 
water, fencing, and corrals, 
with federal and provincial 
authorities. 

Use of the land will be 
subject to environmental 
safeguards, explosive ha- 
zards and access. 
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THE ALBERTA HOG 
MARKET 

Late last week, the Hu 
Harries and Associates Re- 
port on price relationships in 
the Alberta Hog Market was 
submitted to my office. 

This study was requested 
because of the situation that 
developed in the early 
summer of this year when 
the Alberta Hog Producers 
Marketing Board Recom- 
mended to producers that 
they deliver hogs to the 
market only as the Board was 
able to sell them withing a 
certian price range. The 
Board was convinced that the 
prices to the producers were 
not as high as they should 
have been relative to other 
markets. In short, they 
believed that the dramatic 
decline in Alberta hog pro- 
duction, which should have 
meant higher relative prices 
to the producers, was not 
reflected in the marketplace. 

The Alberta packing plant 
operators responded that the 
Alberta hog producers were 
getting all that a competitive 
market could provide. Most 
of them said that they were 
not making money on the hog 
end of their business. They 
also believed that the inflow 
of American pork products 
was due to lower prices south 
of the border and_ the 
aggressive buying policies of 
the chain stores in Alberta 
and British Columbia. They 
saw no reason to auto- 
matically compare Alberta 
and Ontario hog prices. 

After meeting with the 
Producer Marketing Board 
and the representatives of 
the packing industry, | 
received agreement for a 
return to normal in terms of 
producer deliveries and pac- 
king plant operations while 
study into some of these 
alleged price relationship in- 
consistencies was made. To 
ensure impartiality, Dr. Hu 
Harries and Associates were 
retianed as independent 
consultants to conduct the 
study. An interim period of 
60 days for conduction the 
study was agreed to. 

The Harries report notes 
that the ‘‘hog marketing 
controversy should not be 
seen as a clash of personal- 
ities or as a power sturggle 
between the two opposing 
groups. The issues are much 
more basic and to some 
extent they have been 
obscured by the heated 
comments and irrelevant 
Statistical comparisons that 
have been exchanged be- 
tween the parties. The 
substance of the problem 
relates to the ability of the 
Alberta hog markets to 
adjust to very large supply 
changes. There is clear 
evidence to show that the 
market has moved in the 
right direction, but it has 
moved too slowly and it has 
not moved far enough.’’ 

The decline in hog produc- 
tion in Alberta since 1974 has 
proceeded to the point where 
it is not able to supply 
consumer demand in Al- 
berta, and as a result the 
industry ‘‘crossed over’’ to a 
deficit market position, 
About one-third of the pork 
consumed in Alberta now 
comes from the United 
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States. 

The report indicates that, 
traditionally and historically, 
the Toronto market has been 
used in basic comparisons 
with the Alberta market, 
when in fact the price setting 
centre for our market is 
found at the American river 
points (Sioux City, St. Paul, 
Omaha, etc.) because of the 
volumes, product movement, 
and open market trade 
patterns between the U.S. 
and Canada. 

The Harries report em- 
phasizes that the Alberta 
haog market should function 
as an integral part of the 
mid-American market. In 
comparing Alberta prices 
with U.S. prices, the dis- 
parities, although apparent, 
are not nearly as significant 
as those which exist in 
Toronto - Alberta compar- 
isons. The report attributes 
these disparities to a number 
of factors. 

Predominant is the usage 
of outdated processing fa- 
cilities which are only uti- 
lized to slightly over one-half 
of their capacity. These costs 


of inefficiency are in effect 
translated back in the form of 
lower producer returns. Tra 
nsportation problems are 
also mentioned, but appear 
to be less significant. 

The report suggests that 
the improvement in packing 
plant facilities and perhaps 
the construction of a new 
plant in the southern portion 
of the province would result 
in increased efficiency and 
better returns to producers, 
Better return would lead to 
increases in production. 

While such develeopments 
occur, the report suggests 
that the government consider 
providing freight or price 
subisdies to stimulate or 
stablize production and re- 
tursn. 

It is now my intent to 
analyze this information and 
to discuss it in detail with 
individual farmers, the Al- 
berta Hog Producers Mar- 
keting Board, and the meat 
packers so that we can 
collectively determine the 
best approach to solving the 
production and marketing 
problems which exist. 


Unifarm looks at 
Harries report 


An economic consultant's 
report on price relationships 
in the Alberta hog market 
leaves too many questions 
unanswered to offer a long 
term solution to the pro- 
vince’s troubled hog industry 
according to Unifarm pre- 
sident Dobson Lea, 

The report prepared by Hu 
Harries and Associates Ltd. 
for Alberta’s agriculture 
minister, Marvin Moore, 
may have pinpointed symp- 
toms of the problem and 
offered short-term solutions 
but it does not, for example, 
explain the reason for fluc- 
tuations in the spread be- 
tweenAlberta and lowa pri- 
ces, says the Unifarm presi- 
dent. The only explanation 
offered in the report is a 
vague reference to the 
Suggestion by ‘‘some’’ that 
the presence of modern, 
efficient and market aggres- 
sive retailers in Alberta has a 
bery unsettling effect on the 
Alberta market. 

The report states that it is 
logical that there should be a 


consistent relationship be- 
tween lowa and Alberta 
markets but does not ade- 
quately identify reasons for 
severe fluctuation in that 
relationship. It does recog- 
nize that these fulctuations 
do exist and suggests a 
provincial government sub 
sidy when the monthly 
average Alberta prices is 
more than five percent below 
the adjusted Iowa price. 

Mr. Lea admits that a 
provincial government sub- 
sidy would likely restore 
some confidence to pro- 
ducers and help protect jobs 
in the meat processing 
industry. 

A temporary transporta- 
tion subsidy to producers 
who are isolated from 
slaughtering facilities would 
seen appropriate. 

Unifarm also agrees with 
the report’s recommendation 
that any subsidy program be 
operated on the basis of 
advice from the Alberta Hog 
Producers’ Marketing Board.
